ing label on 1040. It isn't being 
peeled off and the International 
Revenue Service is disturbed. 


In the first week of 1971, IRS 


officials said, up to 10,000 out of 
100,000 early filers either failed 
to use the peel-off label or list 
their names, addresses or Social 
Security.numbers at the top of 
1040. 


The peel-off label, attached to 


the basic tax package mailed to 


millions of taxpayers by IRS, in- 
cludes the name, address and 
Social Security number as re- 
corded on a taxpayer's 1969 re- 
turn. 


IRS 
to 
is asking taxpayers 


peel it from the front page of 
the package and paste it in the 
proper place at the top of 1040. 
If the label isn't used, taxpayers 
must fill in the section them- 
selves. 


In past years, no peeling was 


required. The label was in the 
proper place, saving taxpayers 
the trouble of filling out their 
names, addresses and Social Se- 
curity numbers if the informa- 
tion on the label proved correct. 


IRS .went to the peel-off label 


this year when it made another 
revision in form 1040 in hopes of 


making it easier for taxpayers 
to read and easier to fill out. Us- 
ing the label speeds processing, 
IRS says. 


But officials 
indicated the 


habits of a number of taxpayers 
haven't changed. 


"All we have in some cases is 


a signature," the spokesman 
said. "In such cases, we don't 
know how to get in touch with 
them." 


If the trend continues, it could 


mean a lot of delayed refunds, a 
slowdown in processing, and a 
mass of defective returns. 


W-2 forms usually, but not al- 


ways, include the information 
about a taxpayer required by 
IRS, the spokesman said. The 
W-2 forms are supposed to be 
clipped to the back of form 1040.

Hors D'Oeuvres Ideas for Smacks or Parties

THERE'S surely no food 


more fun to prepare nor any 
that takes greater imagination 
than hors d'oeuvres and ap- 
petizers. It may be just a few 
nice nibbles in the living room 
b e f o r e dinner or the first 
course for a sit-down formal 
meal.

Melt remaining butter; blend 


into liver m i x t u r e w i t h 
chopped olives. Turn into pate" 
mold or serving dish; chill 
several hours or overnight. 


When ready to serve, make 


diagonal cuts on top of pat6 
and garnish with sliced olives 
in center of each diamond. 
Makes 5 cups of perfect pate". 
For a substantial snack, ideal 
for a cocktail bash or first 
course, try: 
PIMIENTO OLIVE PUFFS 


1 cup sifted all-purpose 


flour 


1 teaspoon dry mustard 
14 teaspoon salt 
1A cup grated Parmesan

'/4 teaspoon Tabasco 
4 eggs 


Small whole pimiento-

Sift together flour, mustard 


Set 
aside. 


Heat water, butter and Ta- 


basco in saucepan until water 


simmers and butter melts. 


Remove from heat; quickly 


?M flour mixture all at once. 
Beat until mixture leaves sides 
of pan and forms a ball. 


Beat in eggs, one at a time, 


beating smooth after each ad- 
dition. 


Drop by level tablespoonfuls 


onto lightly greased cookie 
sheet. Press olives into center 
of each. Bring up d o u g h 
around each olive. 


Bake in 450° F. oven 20 to 


25 minutes, or until puffed and 
lightly browned. Serve hot. 
Makes about Z\'2 dozen deli- 
cious mouthfuls. 


PIMIENTO-stuffed olives, served either as they are, or used 
as an ingredient for chicken liver pats, are good appetizers.
